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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/9/2007 has 
been entered. An action on the RCE follows. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions (as per amended and newly added claims 
of the submission filed on 7/9/2007) is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 7, 9-23, 25-27, 31, and 91-104, drawn to an integrated circuit 
chip device, classified in class 257, subclass 296. 

II. Claims 40, 45, 48-51, 76-79, 81-83, 88-90 and 105-107, drawn to a 
method of manufacturing an integrated circuit chip, classified in class 438, 
subclass 238. 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as product made and process of making. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
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that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process; i.e. instead of using an "electroplating process" 
(as claimed by process claims 40, 45, 48-51 and 105), the product may be made using 
an electroless plating; or instead of using a process wherein an electrode of said 
capacitor is "directly over" said first contact pad (as claimed by claims 76-79, 81-82 and 
106-107), the product may be made using a process wherein an electrode of said 
capacitor is over said first contact pad but with other layers in between; i.e. not directly 
over; or instead of using a "printing process" (as claimed by process claims 83 and 88- 
90), an electroplating process or an e-beam deposition process may be used. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and, there 
would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required 
because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 
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(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.
